Oil Price Hike 


WASHINGTON,. Dec. 13.—(4)— 
The house, overriding protests 
that it was encouraging inflation, 
voted today to order the Office of 
Price Administration to boost 
crude oil prices not less than 35 
cents a barrel. 

Passed by a standing vote of 
171 to 92 after a day-long fight, 
the legislation directed OPA to 
fix crude prices not lower than 
80 per cent of parity and not high- 
er than 100 per cent of parity. 
Based on current prices of about 
60 per cent of parity, the increase 
will range from 35 to 74 cents. 
Prices vary widely but the na- 
tional average now is about $1.18 
a barrel, 

In a last-minute shift of plans, 
backers of the bill abandoned a 
drive to take oil price administra- 
tion from OPA and give it to In- 
terior Secretary Ickes as head of 


War. An amendment striking 
PAW from the measure and re- 
storing OPA was adopted by a 
72-to-49 vote. 

An attempt by representatives 
of coal-producing states to take 
coal price control from OPA and 
give it to Ickes was blocked when 
Representative Disney, Democrat, 
Oklahoma, raised a point of order 
that the move was not germane. 

The bill now.goes to the senate. 

Estimating the 35-cent boost 
would add about one cent per gal- 
lon to the cost of gasoline to con- 
sumers, Disney said the average 
consumer would rather pay more 
“and get the gasoline” than to pay 
less “and not get it.”

U.S. Releases 
Leather Plants 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 13.—(7’)— 
The government relinquished pos- 
session of 13 leather manufactur- 
ing plants in Salem, Peabody and 
Danvers, Mass., tonight because, 
President Roosevelt, decided, their 
productive efficiency has been re- 
stored. 

After his November 18 appeal to 
striking employes of the establish- 
ments failed to get them back to 
work, the President ordered the 
War Repartment to take the plants 
over. That was done on Novem- 
ber 24 and they have been op-

Soldier Vote Session Unnecessary, 
Says Atkinson, Citing Present Laws 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 13.—(/) 
Senator David S, Atkinson, ad- 
ministration floor leader in the 
Georgia senate, expressed doubt 
today that a special session of the 
general assembly is necessary to 
make provision for soldiers to vote 
in coming elections, as suggested 
by U. S. Senator Walter F. George. 

Atkinson said he believes the 
present laws adequately cover this 
contingency and make ample pro- 
visions under which soldiers away 
from home may vote. 

The senator recalled that the 
last session of the general assem- 
bly in January amendad the ab- 
sentee voters’ law to further fa- 
cilitate the casting of ballots by 
giving to a member of the absen- 
tee voter’s family the right to re- 
quest a ballot to be sent to the 
soldier or other absentee not less 
than 10 or more thar 60 days be- 
fore the date of the primary or 
general election. 

Regarding registration, Atkinson 
said a voter has until May 1 to 
register to vote in the primary and 
general election. 

He asserted there is a federal 
law which authorizes any judge 
advocate, any officer designated 
to take a deposition and the adju- 
tant in command in foreign places 
to act as a notary public, or con 
sul of the United States to act in 
administering oaths, and he de- 
clared that, while the Georgia law 
specifically authorizes tax collec- 
tors and persons in their office to 
take the registration oaths, he be- 
lieves the federal law will take 
care of the registration. 

Atkinson said the question of 
poll tax is fixed by the constitu- 
tion and could not be changed by 
a special session of the legislature.

There is no more important unit among» 


all the ships of the modern navy than the 
flat top, the aircraft carrier. This truth, 
proven time and again since the beginning 
of the European war in 1939, has in recent 
months been forcefully demonstrated in two 
vital areas of conflict, the Atlantic and the 
South Pacific oceans. 

Chief. credit for recent emphasis on the 
aircraft carriers goes to a Georgian, Vice Ad- 
miral John H. Towers, who is a native of 
Rome, Ga. 

Two years ago, when Japan shocked the 
nation into war at Pear] Harbor, Vice Admiral 
Towers was chief of naval aeronautics at 
Washington. His first fight with the old 
school naval men who were blind to the po- 
tentialities of the airplane in combat, was over 
the torpedo planes. Only because of his in- 
sistence was this valuable weapon retained as 
part of our Navy’s equipment. 

It was Vice Admiral Towers who suggested, 
and secured, the use of small carriers for us 
in mid-Atlantic in the war on the U-boats. 
And it is due to insistence that we have built, 
and are now building, a number of big, well- 
armored and armed carriers for use in the 
Pacific. 

The small carriers have more than proved 
their worth in the Atlantic. 

The recent successful attack on the Marshall 
Islands, in which planes from aircraft carriers 
had a large part, and the more recent attack 
cn Nauru island, have shown again, the value 
‘of the flat tops, the movable air bases, in the 
war on Japanese strongholds and against the 
Japanese fleet. 

The day of the heavy battleship is not 
over. Vice Admiral Towers knows, as do all 
experienced naval men, that battles at sea 
cannot be won by air strength alone, just as 
all experienced Army generals know that the 
air force cannot overcome a powerful enemy 
army without the aid of ground troops. 

But Vice Admiral Towers has been proved 
right in his championship of the aircraft car- 
riers.. And it must have given him deep Sat- 
isfaction to witness their magnificent per- 
formance in the Marshall Islands attacks. For 
he is now in command of the naval air 
arm in that arena of war, under Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz. 

Georgia has given the nation many inval- 
uable leaders in both war and peace but none 
who has served his nation more effectively 
than Jack Towers, of Rome. 


“‘Mac’”’ Passes On 


Marvin H. McIntyre, for 10 years one of 
the White House secretaries and a friend upon 
whom President Roosevelt leaned heaviest, 
died yesterday at his home in Washington. 

“Mac” was known to thousands as a friend. 
It was an axiom that if things went wrong 
one had but to “see Mac’ and it would be 
arranged. He was devoted to “The Boss.” 
His service was not that of an employe. It 
was that of a friend and apostle. It was he 
who smoothed out misunderstandings. It was 
he who supplied the soothing word. It was 
he who handled the difficult job of personal 
relationships Newspapermen, visitors, offi- 
cials all “saw Mac’ when things went wrong. 

He was patient, kind and able. His service 
to his country was important. He served in 
the first World War as an assistant to the sec- 
retary of the Navy. He was with Mr. Roose- 
velt for more than 20 years, for the past 10 
as his secretary. Washington, and Mr. Roose- 
velt, will miss him.

The result is that their efiorts have met 
with encouraging success and Macon’s future 
growth and prosperity seems more than as- 
sured. 

Lethargic Macon awoke to its potentialities 
with a start several years ago and secured, 
through concerted and unrelenting effort, an 
impressive proportion of the south’s war proj- 
ects. It’s current activity, aimed at perpetuat- 
ing its new-found prosperity, augurs well for 


its future.

Invest or Spend 

It is conservatively estimated that, before 
the end of the war, more than $100,000,000,000 
worth of war bonds will have been bought by 
individuals. These will be the average men 
and women of the United States, the workers 
who are now putting a definite proportion of 
their earnings into the bonds, those who are 
buying the government securities whenever 
they have a few extra dollars to spare. 

Some economists see a great danger in this 
accumulation of savings, on the ground that, 
once the war is over, this flood of spendable 
money will be turned loose, competing for 
goods on sale before industry has had time to 
resume full peacetime production. They thus 
anticipate a postwar inflation which could 
easily bring disaster, even though we succeed 
in maintaining reasonable control of prices 
and values while: the war is on. 

There is, however, one way in which this 
danger can be averted. That is by encourag- 
ing and inducing the individual holders of 
war bonds to use them as investment capital, 
rather than as surplus spending cash. 

There will be great need for capital invest- 
ment in private enterprise when the task of 
reconverting industry to the needs of peace 
faces us. Nothing could be of greater value 
to the future stability of the country than 
investment by as great a number of individ- 
uals as possible in the industrial development 
of the nation. It would create a better under- 
standing of plant ownership among employes 
and the general public. It would give the 
average man and woman a definite stake in 
the enterprise which creates jobs and manu- 
factures the products the American public will 
buy. ? 

It would probably be necessary, in order 
to tempt these wartime savings into the in- 
vestment field, to either amend existing laws 
or create new machinery through which the 
man with small funds, a new hundreds or a 
couple of thousand dollars, could easily in- 
vest in small industrial developments, pref- 
erably in his own community. But there is no 
doubt the proper machinery could be set up, 
through existing investment houses or the 
banks. 

And nothing would make the greater social 
stability, as well as averting inflation-produc- 
ing conditions, than thus giving many millions 
of individuals direct personal interest in the 
stability and prosperity of American indus- 
trial undertakings.

ONE WORD MORE

“SUFFICIENT PLASMA” Reading The Constitution yester- 

day morning, I came across this 
sentence in the story of the train wreck in Camden county which 
injured more than 50 persons and killed one. 

“Sufficient blood plasma to meet the need was 
available at Brunswick.” 

I will wager it was not available at other 
places where it was needed. 

It was ready at Brunswick because that is 
where Dr. M. E. Winchester, the nation’s best 
public health field man, is in charge. You have 
read about shim here on other occasions. He is 
a middle-aged, chunky, red-faced gentleman who 
always is busy. Public health is his life and he 
has done such a good job in Glynn county that 
he and his office have won the national award 
in public health for four or five consecutive years. 

He was the man who wiped out malaria with 
a new synthetic drug called “atabrin” which re- 
ceived a dubious reception elsewhere. Dr. Win- 
chester had been working with it for months 
and he jumped in, when he saw what it would 
do, and had malaria under control when other 

states and counties were saying the drug might have possibilities. 

He got some mosquito control out of WPA and his own county. 
The result is that an area which used to lead in malaria simply 
doesn’t have any more cases. 

There was a very high incidence of syphilis in his county, 
especially among the Negro population. He went to the big plants 
there and said, “I can reduce your absenteeism if you will help 
me.” They did. He demonstrated that a well person will be at 
work and a sick person won’t. That should have been obvious, 
but it wasn’t. Not until he showed them. He got the co-operation 
of the employers and then he got the co-operation of the workers 
themselves. He raised the average work week of the factory work- 


ers by some amazing percentage. 
Incidence of venereal diseases in

the rural areas is high. Dr. Win- 


chester went after that group. He got outfitted a couple of trailers. 
They were clinics on wheels. His public health nurses went along 
in them. They went to cross-road towns, to farm communities and 
to farms. 

The Negroes called jthe trailers “The Bad Blood Wagons” and 
were fascinated with them. The little chunky man sold them on 
the idea that never missing a treatment was an honor and he worked 
it out so that the attendance was a matter of social prestige. 

The result is that there is almost no venereal disease problem 
in his county. When the shipyards boomed and trailer camps 
sprung up; when population tripled with its accompanying strain 
on sanitation, he managed all right. 

His prostitution problem was no problem. He didn’t allow it. 
There was an increase in social diseases but it came from the small 
percentage of workers who were infected and who infected others 
His problem was negligible. 

The county believes in him and the people believe in him. 

He is an enemy of dirt and he will walk right in and close up 
the biggest and most prosperous food place in town if it isn’t clean. 
The dairies in his county have the best record of any in the state. 
He is a holy terror in so far as the laws about handling of milk 
and food are concerned, but the dairymen swear by him more than 
they swear at him. 

Every eating place, every drugstore, has prominently displayed 
its rating card. It is a good big card and it says right out whether 
the place is Class A or B or C. 

I would wager that the restaurants and drugstore eating 


counters and kitchens in Glynn county are the cleanest in the state. 


He simply won't tolerate unsanitary places and the people have 
seen what dividends that pays, so he gets support. 

The county government doesn’t play politics with health. It 
lets him run it, and a dairyman or restaurant owner, no matter 
how powerful or wealthy, doesn’t get any sympathy if he runs 
afoul of Dr. M, E. Winchester. ’ 


“__AS AN OLD SHOE” ~-I guess he knows almost everyone in 

the county. He is, as they say, as 
plain as an old shoe and equally well at home at the Cloister or 
at fish-fry tavern on the edge of town. They know and like him at 
both places. 

I imagine that if a bad train wreck were to happen on the out- 
skirts of Atlanta and the wounded were brought into our town, 
there would be some confusion about blood plasma. When I read 
where there was a sufficient amount on hand in Brunswick for 
the emergency, I was not surprised. I would have been surprised 
had it not been there. 

I guess he was the first man south of the Smith and Wesson 
line to do some work with the new drug penicillin. Last week 
there was a visiting speaker to the local medical society who re- 
vealed that penicillin was now giving good results in syphilis cases. 
Dr. Winchester told me that some months ago. He already knew 
that from his own research. He also had learned what it would 
do on pneumonia and other diseases. 

Well, as I said, I just saw that sentence in the paper about 
the plasma and it reminded me again that among Georgia’s really 
valuable citizens and, to my way of thinking, great men, you must 
include the name of M. E. Winchester.

WASHINGTON PARADE ~

POOR GRACE WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Of all: the men in 

the senate, it comes with exceedingly poor grace 

for Senator Josiah Bailey, of North Carolina, to suggest a revolt of 
the southern states against the Democratic party. 

The senator has an extremely short memory. He does not seem 


to remember the circumstances under which he 
was first elected to the upper chamber. 

Bailey defeated the veteran Senator Furni- 
fold M. Simmons, of North Carolina, on one issue 
and one alone. He ran for the senate as a pro 
test against the action of Simmons in leading 
North Carolina Democrats in a revolt against the 
candidacy of former Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
of New York, when the latter was the Demo- 
cratic nominee for President in 1928. 

That was the sole provocation for his run 
ning, and that was the sole issue he raised in 
the campaign. No party adherent, he contended, 
had a right to bolt the party and continue to 
remain in a position of leadership. 

The people of North Carolina subscribed so 
overwhelmingly to the sentiments he expressed 
that, despite the fact he made only one speech 
in the campaign, they elected him to the senate 


by the greatest majority that had been given up to that time to any 
candidate for office in the state. 

And now the self same Senator Josiah Bailey, irked by charges, 
more true than false, made against certain southern Democrats by 
Senator Joseph Guffey, of Pennsylvania, raises the specter of Demo- 
cratic revolt in the south. He evidently has forgotten that the people 
of North Carolina threw out his predecessor and elected him to 
office on the same score that he now threatens. 

Senator Guffey was probably intemperate in charging that & 
conspiracy was entered into between southern Democrats and north- 
ern Republicans to defeat the administration-sponsored bill to pre 
vide the means for service men to participate in next years na- 
tional elections. No such conspiracy existed, of course. 

But the effect was the same when a majority of the Repub 
licans seized upon an opportunity to scuttle the bill by going along 
with southern Democrats on a pink-water substitute which returned 
the whole problem to the individual states. , 


READILY DISMISSED The whole talk of a southern revolt 


can be dismissed with the reminder 
that the three men who have been doing the most talking in this 
direction are now, or have been, among the most ardent foes of the 
Roosevelt administration within the party. In addition to Bailey, 
they are Senators Harry Byrd, of Virginia, and Cotton Ed Smith, 
the perennial sourhead from South Carolina. 

More sober heads of the party in the south look on the Byrd- 
Bailey-Smith performance as asinine. Who are these men to be 
telling the southern wing of the party what it should do? What 
contribution have they made to the party’s success during the past 
11 years of Democratic rule? Absolutely nothing. 

If the other representatives of the party in congress had been 
half as cantankerous and critical as they, the Democrats would have 
dissolved long ago as a working, cohesive majority. 

The pompous and presumptuous Senator Byrd apparently has 
never been able to forgive President Roosevelt for defeating him 
for the Democratic nomination at Chicago in 1932. How he ever 
came to look on himself as presidential caliber has always been a 
mystery to most of his associates. A dikgent worker along certain 
lines, his efforts have mostly been misguided. He prefers to find 
fault rather than work constructively for the betterment of the 
party. His record of opposition to major administration proposals 


reads like a Republican’s diary. 
COTTON ED WORSE Poor old Cotton Ed Smith is even 
worse, if anything. He has gone com- 
pletely sour since the purge campaign of 1938, when the President, 
weary of his consistent mouthings, asked the people of South Caro 
lina to get rid of him. From the standpoint of party regularity, 
Cole Blease, another South Carolinian of doubtful fame, was a 
shining example in comparison. 

Senator Bailey was about as bad as Byrd and Smith during the 
early days of the New Deal. He did show some considerable im- 
provement just before he came up for election the last time, but 
his present tirade indicates he may be slipping again. 


Instead of talking revolt, southern Democrats weuld do well to 
spend more of their time restoring harmony in the party, if they 
have any hope of continuing their present position of control in 
congress. 

All of the pother about southern Democrats not being given a 
proper voice in running the government under the New Deal is 
sheer nonsense. Three-fourths of all of the major committee chair- 
manships in congress are held by southern men. The speaker of 
the house is a Texas Democrat and the majority leader of the senate 
is Barkley, of Kentucky. 

The wonder of it is that more complaints are not forthcoming 
from the rest of the country against the dominance of southern 
Democrats in key congressional posts. 

Finally, those who are talking about a southern revolt need to 
be reminded that Roosevelt, in each of the three times he has been 
elected, could have given the Republicans the total electoral vote 
of the solid south and still have been overwhelmingly elected.

3-Power Pact 
Not So Vague 
To Nazi Army. 


At first sight the three-power 
declaration seems to deal in vague 
generalities. More careful study 
reveals it to be a most remarkable 
statement. 

The results of the conference 
are embodied in eight short para- 
graphs, of which two, the begin- 
ning and the end, are formalities. 
The intervening six are the im- 
portant ones. 

There is a curious organization 
of these paragraphs. Two of them 
deal exclusively with military 
matters and seemingly belong to- 
gether. The first of these states 
that the three military staffs “have 
agreed on the scope and timing of 
operations in the east, west and 
south . .. which guarantees vic- 
tory.” Thus the plan has been 
made for ending the war. The 
other paragraph threatens that ‘‘no 
power on earth can prevent our 
destroying the German armies by 
land ...sea... and their war 
plants from the air.” If these two 
statements were put together, the 
second would be a logical conse- 
quence of the first and merely 
indicate our exclusive intention 
to destroy Germany. 

But oddly enough they are not 
put together. The unequivocal 
threat, over+reaching even the 
statesment on Japan, does not fol- 
low the first military paragraph, 
but concludes the intervening two 
paragraphs about the peace. 

Care Taken. 

If the outcome of an epochal 
conference such as this is ex- 
pressed in eight short paragraphs, 
one may be certain that every 
word was carefully weighed, and 
the juxtaposition of every para- 
graph has meaning. So what sep- 
arates our united war plans from 
the threat of utterly destroying 
the German armies and industries? 

The two intervening paragraphs 
concern the peace. And these I 
must quote, with my own italics: 

“And as to the peace, we are 
sure that our concord will make 
it an enduring peace. We recog- 
nize fully the supreme responsi- 
bility resting upon us and all na- 
tions to make a peace which will 
command good will from the over- 
whelming masses of the peoples 
of the world and banish the 
scourge and terror of war for 
many generations. 

. “We have surveyed the 
problems of the future. We shall 
seek the co-operation and active 
participation of all nations, large 


and small, whose. peoples in heart; 


and mind are dedicated as are our 
own peoples, to the elimination of 
tyranny and slavery, 
and intolerance. 
them, as they may choose to come 
into the world family of democrat- 
ic nations.” 

Who are “they?” The next par- 
agraph tells us. By a seemingly 
illogical jump, the flat statement 
follows: “No power on earth can 
prevent our destroying the Ger- 
man armies .-. . and war plants.” 
The jump is not illogical. The 
threat follows: an offer. 

All Nations. 

The responsibility for the peace 
rests upon all the nations. The 
words “United Nations” are not 
used. But all includes the enemy 
nations. The peace, furthermore, 
must command the good will of 
“the overwhelming masses of the 
people of the world,” and that 
means also the masses of the peo- 
ples of the enemies. Otherwise, 
again, the words “United Nations” 
would have been used. 

The problems of the future have 
been considered. And that means 
also the future of the world as a 
whole. It is announced that we 
shall seek the co-operation and 
active participation of all nations, 
large and small, whose peoples | 

. are dedicated to eliminating 
tyranny and Slavery, oppression 
and intolerance.” That cannot re- 
fer to the United Nations alone 
who are obviously trying to abol-| 
ish these things. And, finally, we 
will welcome them, as they choose 
to come, into the world family of 
democratic nations. Who are they? 
Everybody except the enemy 
countries are presumably in it al- 
ready! 

“They” means the Germans and 
their satellites. Otherwise these 
carefully worded paragraphs are 
meaningless. Unless I am unable 
to read, this statement—and one 
other in the text—replaces the 
former “unconditional surrender,” 
and becomes its definition. 

After the threat of utter de- 
struction, this paragraph com- 
pletes the picture: 

“ ... We look with confidence 
to the day when all the peoples 
of the world may live free lives 
untouched hy tyranny and accord- 
ing to their varying desires and 
their own consciences.’

Hull authorized a direct quota- 
tion in response, to a question 
about the arrival at Allied head- 
quarters in North Africa of Gen- 
eral Ascarenhas de Morais, of the 
Brazilian general staff, with a par- 
ty of a dozen other officers whose 
job it is to prepare for a Brazilian 
Expeditionary Force—the first 
force sent overseas by a Latin- 
American country. 

“We shall look forward to the 
day when Brazilian troops will be 
serving shoulder to shoulder with 
our own, just as their and our na- 
val and aviation units are co-op- 
erating closely and successfully in 
the South Atlantic in antisubma- 
rine activity,” Hull said. 

“The traditionally close rela- 
tionship of Brazil and the United 
States in diplomatic, political and 
economic spheres, can only be 
strengthened by additional armed 
collaboration in the furtherance 
of the cause for which both na- 
tions are concentrating all their 
efforts.”

The Yugoslav Partisan Army of 
Marshal Josip Broz (Drug Tito) 
announced by radio yesterday it 
was continuing to beat off along 
a wild and irregular battleline.all 
attempts of the Germans to 
“break through into liberated ter- 
ritory.” 

At the beginning of the second 
week of heavy fighting, initiated ; 
by the Germans in an effort to 
stamp out guerrilla forces, the 
Yugoslavs declared units of two 
Nazi armies—the Fifth and 16th 
Reserves—were attacking in Bos- 
nia alone. 

This indication that Adolf Hit- 
ler was deeply committed to the 
campaign in Yugoslavia, where 
German communications in the 
Balkans crisscross, was accompa- 
nied by the assertion that the 
Germans also were attacking with 
strong forces in Croatia in the 
north and the border region be- 
tween Serbia and Montenegro in 
the south and were suffering 
“great losses in men and mate- 
rial.” 

The Soviet government has de- 
cided to send a military mission 
to Yugoslavia to obtain more de- 
tailed information on the guerrilla 
organizations as has been done by 
the British, the Moscow radio said 
yesterday in a broadcast recorded 
by the Soviet monitor. 

Feeling ran high and tension 
increased in Naples yesterday as 
university students, who clashed 
with police on Saturday when a 
meeting was prevented, called an- 
other meeting for next Saturday. 

Rocks were tossed at police who 
fired shots over the heads of 
about 300 students Saturday when 
they attempted to enter the Uni- 
versity of Naples grounds. 

Police officials said.the meeting 
next Saturday would be broken 
up “in an even more vigorous 
manner” if it is held without au- 
thorization. 

Armed guards have been sta- 
tioned around the university. 

The incident is -regarded by 
many as a direct outgrowth of the 
present political struggle revolv- 
ing around the effort of the dem- 
ocratic parties to depose King Vit- 
torio Emanuele. The actual head 
of Italian police in the Naples area 
is General Antonio Basso, gener- 
ally regarded as a Monarchist, 
while the majority of students are 
anti-Monarchial.

“In 10 days we col- 
lected $5,100 in fresh money and 
had the $30,000 in the bank when 
we invited Tulane and Temple for 
the first game. Ten days later the 
guarantors got their money back. 
Money received from the sale of 
tickets was sufficient to pay the

The Sugar Bow! game was on 
way. 

Tulane and Temple played the 
first game on January 1], 1935. 
Since then nine other contests 
i have gone down into history, each 
more brilliant than the other.

Threat of Disease Decreases 
With Public Enlightenment 


By Dr. William Brady. 


The mortality rate from tuber- 
culosis was cut in half in the first 
20 years of this century, and the 
1920 rate was again lowered one- 
half by 1940. The mortality sta- 
tistics, showing reduction in the 
tuberculosis death rate from 200 
per 100,000 population in 1900 to 
45 per 100,000 population in 1940, 
give good reason to believe that tu- 
berculosis is disappearing and its 
eradication is not just a beautiful 
dream but an achievement now 


within sight. 

Why do only 45 persons die of 
tuberculosis now, as compared 
with 200 among the same number 
of persons 40-odd years ago! 

Well,-we don’t know all of the 
reasons or factors responsible for 
the improvement; no more than 
we know why chlorosis (the green 
sickness) is rarely seen in young 
women today whereas 40-odd years 
ago it was a common type of ane- 
mia; or why spasmodic croup, so 
common in children 40-odd years 
ago, is now comparatively rare. 

Probably all physicians or 
health experts will agree that the 
discovery of the cause of tuber- 
culosis (Bacillus tuberculosis by 
Koch 60-odd years ago laid the 
foundation for prevention. 

The increasing popular accept- 
ance of tuberculin tests for early 
detection of latent tuberculosis 
and the increasing use of chest 
X-rays in the routine examination 
of school children, college students 
and other large groups of youths 
or young adults, and the newer 
knowledge and greater skill of 
physicians in examining or study- 
ing patients for signs of incipient 
or beginning tuberculosis, all con- 
tribute toward the prevention of 
the disease. 

Dishearteningly slow but steady 
enlightenment of the general pub- 
lic regarding the usual mode of in- 
fection of tuberculosis and other 
communicable respiratory diseases 
and regarding the harmlessness of 
fresh, air, night air, dampness, in-

Lou Gehrig’s Last Ball Game 


Considine’s Deathless Moment 


(The third in this series of | 
deathless moments of famous | 
reporters is by Bob Considine, 
and describes the occasion when 
Lou Gehrig, famous “iron man” 
of baseball, was forced io quit 
the game by an illness that later 
caused his death.)

It is not that I lack an appre- 
ciation of the drama of a Hines 
trial, or am aloof to the lofty 
tragedy of a stricken Flying Fort- 
ress limping home with its dead_/| 
and wounded. But to this day | 
the most moved I have ever been, 
on a newspaper assignment, was 
on a sports-writing job. 

The scene was the Yankee Sta- 
dium, the date a bygone holiday. 
Sixty thousand men, women and 
children filled the great park. 

They came that day to bid fare- 
well to a ball player, Lou Gehrig. 
He was going not to the retire- 
ment which his years of faithful 
service to his team had warrant- 
ed. He was going to his death 
and every person in the arena 
knew it. Down the years they had 
learned to love this big, modest, 
good-natured Dutehman as only 
Americans can love a sports hero. 

Gehrig Was Dying. 

Now this man was dying. The 
great broad back and the oaken 
arims and legs which had carried 
him to an incredible consecutive- 
game record were being eaten 
away by -a muscle-destroying 
germ for which there was no 
cure. 

It wasn't the intention of the 
Management of the spectacle to 
release a flood of sentimentality. 
I]t arranged to bring to the game 
the members of the great Yankee 
team of the middle 1920's, on 
which Gehrig was an imposing 
rookie It caused a few extra 
flags to be hoisted atop the sta 
dium and invited the mayor. The 
sportswriters were among several | 
organizations which presented 
gifts and, like the other gift-bear- 
ers, the presentation was made. 
and phrased in the guarded lan- 
guage of men who cannot or must 
not say the things that are in 
their hearts. 

| was Sitting next to [ou in the 
Yankee dugout, while the modern | 
Yankees and the old Yankees 
lined up at home plate. He was a 
wasted ghost in the uniform that 
hed once fitted him, but his face 
was keen at the sight of his old 
comrades. 

Lou Toppled Helplessly. 

At last the ca!l for him came. 
He picked up his cap and stood 
up. And then, out of sight of the 
crowd, he toppled over backwards 
in a spell of helpless weakness. I 
helped catch this uncomplaining, 
stout-hearted shell of what had 
been the strongest athlete I ever 
knew. He said he was sorry, and 
walked slowly out to home plate! 
for the last time in his life. 

I guess the lot of us might have! 
gotten through the ordeal of the 
Presentauon ceremonies if it’

hadn't been for Babe Ruth. There 
never was and never will be any 
pretense about that fabulous man. 
To Babe the sight of a friend dy- 
ing on his feet was one of inex- 
pressible sadness. He could not 
stand in his appointed place and 


watch this thing go on. He must 


be near his old friend... So he 
came over to Lou, put his arm 
around Lou’s drooping shoulders 
and burst into tears—great, gross, 
wheezing grief that shook him 
and twisted his huge, mashed 
face. 
Then He Spoke... 

You could feel the sudden, hurt 
intake of breath all over. that 
place. Lou pulled out a handker- 
chief and, pretending he was 
blowing his nose, wept softly in 
its folds for a moment. Then he 
spoke to the people who had come 
so many times to cheer for him 
and who had now come to say 
goodbye. It wasn’t the speech he 
had intended to make. What he 
had planned was something very 
short; a polite and_ restrained 
thank-you for the gifts. But now, 
after months of looking his friends 
in the eye and telling them that 
he would lick his disease, he let 
loose his real feelings. “hey 
weren't bitter.

But for the first 
time he spoke in the past tense: 
of what the game had meant to 
him, of his association with the

I’ll never forget the sound of | 
that crowd when at last he 
trudged exhaustedly back to the 
Yankee dugout. It wasn’t a cheer, 
really. It was as if that great, 
heart-sick congregation were say-| 
ing, beneath the roar, “God rest 
you, Lou Gehrig.”
